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Police seek identity 
of body near 1-271 



Willoughby Hills police released 
a drawing yesterday of a woman 
whose skeletal remains were 
found March 18 in a woods beside 
Interstate 271 in Willoughby 
Hills. 

The drawing was made after 
an anthropologist in the Cuyahoga 
County coroner’s office recon¬ 
structed a facial likeness of the 
woman. 

Willoughby Hills Detective Lt. 
David C. Paterson said the skele¬ 
ton was dressed in a size 8 to 10 
blue-green dress, a coat-length 
black or dark blue knit sweater 
and size 1'h. black, high-heeled 


shoes. 

The woman is described as 20 
to 35 years old, 5 feet to 5 feet 5 
and 90 to 130 pounds. She might 
have been black. 

She was wearing a gold chain 
with a cross and a raised figure 
of Jesus around her neck, a gold 
and silver ring that might be a 
wedding band and a gold-colored 
Elgin watch. 

Cause of death has not been 
determined, but foul play is 
suspected. 

Police said the woman’s body 
might have been in the woods a 
few months to a few years.

WARSAW, Poland — Coffee, 
shoes, stereo equipment, ball¬ 
point pens, books, punk-rock 
tapes, all the things that Poles 
cannot find in their stores are 
spread out, although perhaps not 
in profusion, in a large field on 
the edge of Warsaw each Saturday 
morning. 

Tens of thousands of people 
swarm through the so-called Per¬ 
sian market each weekend. Simi¬ 
lar markets have sprung up else¬ 
where in the capital and in other 
cities. 

The sprawling free market, 
where entrepreneurs with con¬ 
nections peddle the scarce goods, 
is only the most visible example 
of what is called here the second 
or parallel economy, the subter¬ 
ranean system by which Poles 
cope with the official economy. 

Part survival mechanism, part 
freebootery, the parallel economy 
has many aspects, ranging from 
simple networks of friends and 
favors to a current widespread 
speculation in, of all things, 
coffee-table books. Obviously, no 
records are kept, but the scope 
of operations is vast. 

The underground economy is 
essentially the product of the 


failure of the official economy to 
produce and deliver enough goods. 
Its main difference is that, up to 
a point, it works. And now the 
government is trying to crack 
down. 

"The parallel economy is the 
grease that makes the system 
function,” said a Western spe¬ 
cialist. “Sort of.” 

At its simplest level it is a 
barter economy, where people 
swap skills or goods: baby-sitting 
for piano lessons, say, on up to 
some moonlight plumbing for cans 
of coffee. Some transactions in¬ 
volve cash, but sidestep the offi¬ 
cial institutions: hogs or sides of 
calves are delivered to groups of 
neighbors, direct from the farm, 
in the trunks of taxis. 

But with the growing break¬ 
down of the official economy, even 
bartering is more complicated. 
Workers in factories have tradi¬ 
tionally had a chance to purchase 
the goods they produce. Althou gh 
there is probably a limit to how 
many, say, shirts a family can 
use, workers have been buying 
up their allotments, then selling 
or swapping them. Some man¬ 
agers began to go the practice 
one better, swapping goods be-

The Pewex stores carry the 
imported 'goods unobtainable 
elsewhere: Scotch whisky, Marl¬ 
boro cigarettes. Mars Bars, 
Yardley mascara, Gillette razors 
and blades, Shaefer ink, and, quite 
frequently, canned processed 
meat and imported sausages. The 
managers keep a close eye on 
demand and have been opening 
new branches: one in Warsaw 
specializes in Sony products, 
another in automobile accessories. 
Even the best Polish vodka — 
Wyborowa — is now available 
only in'Pewex stores.
